-,-glvlng-an Inside picture on how llie Tugwcll 
administration has tried to make over the 
whole.salo grocery bU'ilncsa on tlin l.sland. and 

■with what results. The theory wii.s lo nuike 
prices uniform all over the Islniid. The re- 
sults? Rend 'em and weep. 

To begin with, there was a shipping short- 
Bge, the 33 shlpH formerly In the island trade 

■ being cut down Lo 11. That brought on a food 
shortage bocnusc this tropical Island para- 
dlas doesn't grow Its four principal tooiLslufrs 
— rlco, beana, lard and codfish. 

To fix things up, the TuRwoll ■administra- 
tion took over, through the department of the 
Interior, which runs Inland Icrrllorlcs. Il got 
control of shipping prl□rltlc.^ and spare iilio- 
catlon from the war shlpphiR arimlnlstrailon. 
It got control of the Island's aRricuItural war 
board and ol food distribution, Tlien, throiish 
a general supplies authority act, ihc Tur- 
wcU adminlatratlon was Riven tlic rlRhl lo 
buy, ^hlp and sell any commodity In which 
an eihorgcncy existed. And It got a SI5. 000,000 
revolving fund to handle purchases and stock- 
piles. 

, The auppllGJ authority first tried lo get 
control of the rlco supply. Immediaiely, the 
merchants went to court and got an injunc- 
tion on tHe grounds that the government of 
Puerto Rlco had no right to interfere with 
- the flow -of goods in inter.statr commerce. 
That was fine, but ns the department of the 
interior controlled shipping, tho merchants 
were forced to do business with the govern- 
ment. 

A, Edward Brown of the department of 
Agriculture's marketing administration 
trought-down to handle distribution. He told 
the merchants "to figure out their, own sya- 
tem of distributing, so that the government 
Wouldn't have to go Into the grocery business. 
.The merchants worked out their plan, agreo- 
Ing to tako merchandise at the pier as 11 wns 
Unloaded, in carload lots. Thai would save tho 
government ■warohouBlng charges. 
. Within 24 hours from the time this arrange- 
ment was made, TugwcU tired Brown. In his 
place he put - 38-year-old Edward J. Bash, 
whose past grocery experience had been In 
giving away surplus food In Mississippi. 

This waa Tugwell'a opportunity to help the 
. poor of Puerto EIco by subsidizing their food 
Supply. He proposed to do it by establishing 
flat celling prices on all Imported foods. Ig- 
noring tho additional transportation costs ln- 
turied In moving the lood Into the Inlcrlor. 

Wholesalers were to be licensed to keep 
them under control, but any one who could 
establish a co-op of 100 members at E5 a head 
could become a wholesaler and gel a license. 
The number of wholesalers Jumpod from 240 
to 798. And every one can get a certificate 
for his quota of imported food. 
. Tho result \r a beautiful black market In 
certificates. The phony wholesalers, working 
only when a ship comes In. go lo town, get 
their certificate, and Immediately .sell It to 
an established wholesaler. 

Further, the government maltos the wHoIo- 
salers take merchandise they can't use, on 
i forced tle-ln quota basis, cash In advance. 

Postings on the $15,000,000 revolving fund 
arc said to be some months In arrears, so 
there's no telling how much of that la left.
